| pennies more than $15 a month.

/quire so much of the State’s revenue that only a pit- 
tance is left over for widows and orphans and the 

| physically and mentally disabled? 

The answer is just what it has been ever since the 
old-age pension system went into effect in Missouri. 
There are too many persons on the pension rolls who 
have no right to be there. 

The number of pensioners for the whole State this 
| month went above the 100,000 mark for the first time. 
The exact number on the rolls is now 101,825. The 
number in St. Louis is 10,543. 

This city, with one-fifth the State’s population, has 
only one-tenth of the State’s pensioners, although the 
incidence of need is admitted by all authorities to be 
greater in the metropolitan centers. The difference 
comes about because social security has been admin- 
istered in St. Louis on an efficient, non-political 
basis. 

The State of New York, which has a thoroughly 
non-political social security setup, has 118,009 old- 
| age pensioners. If New York had as many pension- 
ers in proportion to population as Missouri, it would 
be paying pensions to 356,000 persons. That is the 
difference between the spoils system and a non-po- 
litical system of administering pensions.

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THERE’S A DIFFERENCE. 

Henry Wallace’s apologia for the huge deficits run 
up by the Roosevelt administration is more adroit 
than convincing. The Federal debt, he admits, has 
risen 22 billion dollars since President Roosevelt 
took office. But, he adds, private debt in this period 
has gone down not only 22 billions, but 11 billions 
more besides. 

Just so, Mr. Wallace, but what of it? Private debt 
and governmental debt are two separate and distinct 
items. 

When private debt gets to an unhealthful level, 
much of it is canceled by the bankruptcy of individ- 
uals or the insolvency of business concerns. The 
process is painful to individuals, but does not direct- 
ly affect the stability of government. 

But the bankruptcy court is not open to a gov- 
ernment which persistently fails to balance income 
and outgo and pushes its debt steadily out of bounds. 
If the process goes on long enough, it causes infla- 
tion, and inflation paralyzes the whole structure of 
a society. 

The United States is not near the inflation stage 
now, but the absence of any effective effort to halt 
our advance toward that stage does not make a pret- 
ty picture for the future.

There's another group of young 
moderns which she'd like to join, 
but she is unacquainted with any 
of the members.

This is a rather common situa- 
tion, for boys as well as girls. 
Many young people suddenly wake 
up and decide that they don't care 
a whole lot for their friends.

If this feeling hits you, first of 
all it would be well to remember 
that the grass always looks greener 
on the other side of the fence.

Or it may be funda- 
mentally a good gang of pleasant 
and worth-while boys and girls, 
which has just been going to seed 
for lack of a little spirited lead- 
ership. 

In that.case, you have a real op- 
portunity to put some pep into its 
program.

In pneumonia the saving in life 
has amounted to from 50 to 75 per 
cent.

In cer- 
tain forms of pneumonia hitherto 
considered almost invariably fatal, 
the death rate has been cut to 10 
or 15 per cent, and while the final 
summary of results does not quite 
justify the statement made a year 
or two ago by a prominent physi- 
cian that “Now, no one need die 
of pneumonia,” still the results 
have shown great improvement. 

Staphylococcal infections are 
usually seen on the skin in the 
form of boils or carbuncles, But 
when the staphylococcus does in- 
vade the blood, it is a much more 
serious condition than streptococ- 
cic invasion. Another form of the 
drug, sulfathiazole, has proved more 
effective than the original in these 
conditions.

A BELL IN THE SHAPE OF A 
DUTCH MAID.

NSPIRATION for many another 
[verse of that melodious poem, 

“The Bells,” could have been 
found by Edgar Allen Poe in 
the collection of bells gath- 
ered by Adolph C. Meyer at 
his home, 3954 Flora place. Here 
are the tinkling silver sieigh bells, 
the mellow golden wedding bells, 
the loud alarum brazen bells, the 
solemn tolling iron bells with all 
“the tintinabulation that so musi- 
cally wells from the bells” of which 
the poet wrote. 

Cabinets line the four walls of 
one room and they are jam packed 
with every variety and description 
of bells, 1100 of them. There are 
bells of every conceivable mate- 
rial that will give forth a ringing 


sound or resounding tone. Bells of 
brass, copper, bronze, gold, silver, 
erystal, porcelain. Bells in sizes 


ranging from jingling buttons worn 
on the ankles of an Oriental dancer 
to the “loud alarum” bell that once 
was mounted on a St. Louis fire 
engine. 

There are bells designed for every 
utilitarian, ceremonial and orna- 
mental purpose; sheep bells, camel 
bells, goat bells, mule belis worn 
along the tow path of the Poto- 
mac canal; elephant bells,a turkey 
bell to whose tune presumably a 
strutting cock led his harem. 

A set of cow bells crudely forged 
by slaves on a South Carolina plan- 


tation are inscribed with the 
hames, Brindle, Bossy, Betty and 
Beauty. A chain of belis ornately 
decorated with beads and vari- 
colored woolen tasslies was worn 
by teams of donkeys in Persia. 


There is a scarifying rattle of bells 
to warn evil spirits from a Chinese 
temple and many of the “tinkling 
temple bells” of which Kipling 
wrote. A dainty bell of three trans- 
lucent shells set in gold filigree, is 
one whose clapper a lady in ante- 


bellum New Orleans pressed to 
summon her slaves. 
Bells, in fact. too numerous to 


identify except as they are itemized 
briefly in a catalogue compiled by 
the collector and numbered from 
the first bells he acquired, replicas 
in miniature of al] the mission belis 


of California, up to the latest ac- 
quisitions. 

The collector values each for 
some especial reason, for exquisite 
workmanship, as in the case of 
finely enameled bells worn by 


sacred elephants of some Eastern 
potentate; for primitive ecrudeness, 
as in the case of a huge cumber- 
some iron bell that was attached 
to the yoke of a work elephant; 
for their antiquity, as, for example, 
a emall plain bell made of the first 
copper mined by the Spaniards in 
Santo Domingo in Christopher Co- 
lumbus’ lifetime. Its authenticity 
is attested by a present day arch- 
bishop in a letter of presentation 
and thanks to Meyer for “generous 
alms” contributed toward the re- 
construction of the organ of the 
Old Cathedral in which he says 
the bell is known to have seen 
service for a hundred vears.

School Discipline

HE first question a young 
T teacher asks is, “How can I 

‘discipline these children? How 
can I make them behave?” 

That question rises out of a 
mistaken notion of what discipline 
is. The notion common in schools 
is that discipline means making 
children do what the teacher 
wants them to do, when she wants 
it,.as she wants it. Real disci- 
pline, the only kind worth having, 
is the self-control of a pupil who 
wants to do his best work under 
the conditions he meets. The two 
points of view must be harmonized 
if there is to be worthwhile disci- 
pline and work in the school. 

Small children must learn the 
technique of school behavior. They 
have to learn to work together, to 
follow directions, to stand when it 
is time to stand and to sit when 
it is time to sit. The little ones 
have to learn the meaning of a 
time for everything. That is a 
form of important schoo! disci- 
pline that must be taught and 
learned early, when the children 
are at the right stage of develop- 
ment to use it to their satisfac- 
tion. The first-graders love to 
stand, face and march to orders; 
love to sing in concert; delight.in 
quick, Massed action. 

This stage passes and the school 
routine should recognize that and 
adjust to it. Gradually the child 
takes over his routine, takes con- 
trol of his activities, so that bv 
the time he is ready to enter high 
schoo! he is fairly able to go alone. 
Even then he is going to need a 
bit of guidance, but it should be 
guidance, not domination. 

Some teachers, parents included, 
make the mistake of skipping the 
first stages of discipline. They do 
mot understand that a little child 
must have leadership and guid- 
ance and authoritative contro! to 
enable him to find his way about 
without too much waste of energy 
and too much habit loss. They 
have an idea that to allow a child 
to go his way untended is to al- 
low him the highest possible privi- 
lege and. self-expression. They 
forget that the first requisite in 
that situation is possession of a 
self worth expressing. That kind 
of self must be developed under 
discipline. 

How does one know a disci- 
plined child when he sees one? 


Some do not. Some still believe 
that the silent, speak-when-spok- 
en-to, go-when-called child is dis- 
ciplined. He is not. He is a dor- 
mant child moving in another's 
mind, under another’s power. Kept 
in this state too long he will never 
come to his estate, the exercise of 
his mind as a free spirit. 

The disciplined child is one 
who works purposefully, without 
waste, without noise, in harmony 
with those about him. He moves 
easily about the business of the 
day. He asks questions about 
what interests him, and his inter- 
ests are worth while. He looks 
people frankly in the face and has 
respect for their feelings and 
opinions. He yields place when 
it is necessary, lends a hand when 
he sees it is needed, takes respon- 
sibility when it ig offered him. He 
is a person in his own right while 
recognizing the rights of others. 

That kind of child develops -un- 
der the right conditions. He is 
not the outgrowth of orders, com- 
mands and punishments. He is 
the spiritual response to an edu- 
cational process based upon spiri- 
tual understanding.

HE forcing takeout of partner’s 
T crenine bid is one of the most 
delicate of all bids and, not un- 
naturally, therefore one of the most 
mishandled.

West took in his club ace on the 
opening lead and after that, of 
course, there was no way for de- 
clarer to avoid the loss of two 
trump tricks, hence the contract 
was down one. North-South had 
thrown away a game and could not 
even console themselves with the 
thought that they had gone out for 
the extra profit and glory of a 
6lam. 

North had allowed the posses- 
sion of four-plus honor tricks to 
obscure his judgment. His bid- 
ding had trapped the partnership 
into a position where it had much 
more to lose than to gain. Let us 
analyze each separate bid. 

South's one spade, although light, 
was eminently correct. He had @ 
respectable. four card spade suit, 
and a diamond suit which could be 
safely bid if North’s response proved 
to be an unfavorable one no trump 
or two clubs. 

North, with four-plus honor tricks 
and pretty good spade support, was 
entirely justified in his three dia- 
mond jump takeout, but after 
South raised to four diamonds, 
North’s four heart bid was out of 
order and, as may be séen, put 
South in a trap. could not 
dream of rebidding h ort spade 
suit, He dared not , despite 
his heart support, because he sus- 
pected North now was bidding a 
short suit merely to show “con- 
trol.” Hence his only recourse was 
to return to diamonds. And the 
partnership was over its head the 
moment it reached the five level. 

The trouble sprang from the fact 
that North did not appreciate the 
true meaning of his own original 
jump takeout. After that strong 
action, it was unnecessary to show 
the heart control. A mere four 
spade bid would have done complete 
justice to North's holding. North 
had an excellent hand but there 
was a definite weak spot in it, his 
trump support. This was indeed 
“pretty good” as far as game was 
concerned, but not good enough for 
slam purposes! South never had 
rebid spades. There was good 
ground for suspecting that he had 
a four card suit no more solid, and 
perhaps even weaker, than the one 
he actually had. North had no 
right to suppose that South had the 
A-K or A-Q-J of spades, plus the 
diamond king and the club ace. 
Hence, it was probable that the 
club ace was the hand.” If 
South, after a jump takeout and a 
spade raise from North, could take 
no voluntary action, it Was a Vir- 
tual cinch that no slam would be 
missed. North’s four heart bid, 
therefore, was redundant.
